Oak Grove Ave. Resident Balks at 
- Proposed Fire Zoning Change 


A proposed change in the fire zone 
classificaticn of lots in the vicinity 
of the city’s new parking plaza met 
unexpected opposition Monday 
night and, et the end of a half hour 
discussion, city planning commis- 
sioners tabled the matter for furth- 
er consideration. 

The proposed fire zone change, 
with prcposed zoning changes of cer- 
tain lots facing Oak Grove avenue, 
Chestnut street, Crane street and 
University drive, was the subject of 
a hearing before the commission. 

Opposition to the fire zone change 
was voiced by Irving F. Dunn, own- 
er of a lot at Chestnut street and 
Oak Grove avenue. Dunn told com- 
missioners that he favored the 
change in classification of the area 
from residential to commercial, but 
said he thought that the accomp- 
anying proposal to change the fire 
zcne was “premature.” 

He took the stand that change 
in the fire zone classification 
would force preperty owners 
whose lots face Oak Grove avenue 
and the side streets between it and 
Santa Cruz avenue to build more 
expensive buildings than would be 
mecessary under present fire zone 
rules.

Planning Commissioner Paul 
Bryant explained that one of the 
reasons for changing the fire zone 
classification for the area was to 
prevent service stations from being 
constructed in the area. The plan- 
ning commissioners had agreed, he 
said, that such structures should be 
confined to El Camino Real. 

It was the feeling of the com- 
mission, he said, that the develop- 
ment of O2k Grove avenue should 
be directed toward “high class’” 
commercial development on ene 
side of the street, and good resi- 
dential development on the other.

The question of adequacy of the Menlo Pdrk branch of 
the county public library is up again. 

Edwin A. Gross of this city started the discussion last March 
with charges that our library was wholly inadequate and sug- 
gestion that the city should study possibility of opening its own 
municipal library. 

Last week Gross wrote an open letter to the city council 
asking what had become of the council committee appointed

to study the matter. The letter was published in the Recorder. | 


This week, at the regular meeting of the city council, 
Councilman George S. Ford read the report prepared by him- 
self and Councilman Edward W. Church. 

The report was a long time coming. 
waiting for. 

When the Recorder stated its position in the matter last 
March, we felt that undoubtedly our branch library was in- 
adequate for a city of the size of Menlo Park. At the same 
time, the question to be resolved was how much the citizens 
of Menlo Park were willing to pay for a better library.

The present custodian, Mrs. Vera Johnson, is doing 
a fine job with what she has. The county library system 
has been giving this city the best service we can possibly 
expect for the amount we contribute in taxes, a total of 
$7189.56 for the current fiscal year. 


The report of Councilmen Ford and Church makes three 
recommendations on how our library branch could give better 
service without unduly increasing the costs. 

First, they recommend that the library be kept open on 
Saturday afternoons from 1 to 4:30 p.m. for a 90-day trial 
period, and that use of the library during this time be checked 
to see if it warrants making the schedule permanent. 

They also suggest that the city purchase additional ref- 
erence books for use extlusively at the Menlo Park branch. 
This is an expenditure the city can well afford to make and 
will correct one serious lack immediately. 


The third recommendation is that a trained librarian 
be employed for the Menlo Park branch by the county 
system, in addition to the present custodian. 

We agree that Mrs. Johnson could do with some help, and 
that another person could assure better use of the facilities 
now available. In view of the loyal service given by Mrs. 
Johnson, however, we think it should be stressed that the new 
employee should be in addition to the present custodian.

Billboards 
Subjects 
Of Scrutiny

Cne of the more hotly contested 
civic issues from time to time is the 
matter of billboards. 

It is of interest, therefore, to note 
the comments of E. F. Wagner, Dep- 
uty Chief of Right of Way Agent of 
the state division of highways at 
the October conference of the 
League of California Cities on the 
subject. 


Mr. Wagner pointed out the use- 
lessness of the state landscaping 
the new freeways at a cest of $40,- 
009 to $100,000 per mile if the cit- 
ies and counties permitted _ bill- 
boards to be erected on each side 
of the right of way. 


In fact, he mentioned an _ in- 
stance on the Arroyo Seco Parkway 
where trees had been maliciously 
cut down within the right of way 
which interfered with motorists 
reading the copy thereon. 

On a newly opened section of the 
Hellywood Freeway, billboards 
mushroomed almost overnight. 


In April of last year the Cali- 
fornia highway commission re- 
solved that no landscaping, other 
than erosion control and bank 
protection, be undertaken on met- 
ropolitan freeways unless proper 
ordinances are in effect by the city 
or county prohibitiny the erection 
of billboards adjacent to such 
property. 


Mr. Wagner quoted court decisions 
to the effect that the right to have a 
billboard on private property is not 
a property right, but rather a use 
of the public highways by the prop- 
erty owner. 

Therefore regulation of billboards { 
is a regulation of the use of the 
highways and not of private prop- 
erty. 

The effect of outdoor advertising 
on safety on the highways also was 
discussed by Mr. Wagner. 

He stated that the diversion 
of a driver’s vision tended to pro- 
duce accidents, particularly when 
the motorist is traveling at a high 
rate of speed. 

He cited a study by W. A. Rusch 
of Iowa State college which indicat- 
ed that distractions similar to out-

Describes Benefits 


Of Water Flouridation as ‘Enormous’ 


Editor, The Recorder: 

The health benefits to be derived 
from flourid&ted water are so enor- 
mous, not only to our present child- 
ren, but for generations to come, 
that we cannot, in all conscience, 
withhold this measure from the 
public. 

Despite the ccmbined and untir- 
ing efforts of the dental profession 
to stop the onslaught of dental de- 
cay among children it is on the in- 
crease in the United States and the 
resultant drain on children’s gener- 
al health is a cause for deep alarm. 


What is needed to halt this | 


drain on our children’s health is 
some measure whereby the teeth 

can be protected against the vic- 
ious onslaught of acid-producing 
sugars and other bacteriological 
infections. 

Flourine is a natural-occurring 
element in the waters of many parts 
of California, of the United States 
and of the worid. When the concen- 
tration is less than 1.5 parts per 
million the beriefit of reduction of 
dental decay is enjoyed without any 
deleterious effect. It must be em- 
phasized that nothing foreign to 
natural water is being introduced, 
only a substance that is deficient in 
our particular water supply. The 
substance is placed in the water not 
to cure anything, but to prevent a 
condition which rages on unchecked 
despite the combined efforts of the 
entire medical and dental profes- 
sions. 

Using commercial water supplies 
to cembat disease is not new. To 
argue that the addition of chlorine, 
from whose chemical family flourine 
is derived, is a sanitary procedure 
and not medication, beggars the def- 
inition of the term. 

The addition of chlorine to wat- 
er is for the purpose of destroying 
microorganisms that may cause 
disease—hence it is a preventive 
procedure, In this instance we are 
asking that a related compound be 
added to waters deficient in flour- 
ine, to also prevent disease, 
through building more decay-re- 
sistant teeth. 

There can be no moral issue in- 
volved in the questicn of flourida- 
tion. It is a matter of vital import- 
ance to the general health and wel- 
fare of our children—to their health 
as future adults, to the health of 
the community which must rely up- 
on future generations who are phys- 
ically sound. 

The dental profession has all the 
scientific evidence needed to prove 
that flouridated water is amazingly 
effective, entirely safe, and from 
the standpoint of cost and over-all 
benefit, the most practical method 
of reducing tooth-decay yet devised. 
The dental and medical professions, 
through their state and national as- 
sociations, stand ready to present

Fire District Gels 
New lie-in 
With Police Radio 


Radio connections which will aid 
lew enforcement officers in all parts 
of the Menlo Park fire district in 
“covering in” during fires are now 
being installed, Disteict Chief 
hémas F. Cuff revealed this week. 

The new connections will make it 
possible for the sheriff’s office radio | 
to learn where a fire is at the ear- 
liest, possible moment, thus making 
it possible for law enforcement offi- | 
cers to be cn hand to direct traffic 
and otherwise aid the firefighters. 

Cuff explained that the new radio 
connections are being instituted, be- 
cause the fire district’s radio and the 
sheriff’s office radio operate on dif- 
ferent frequencies. 

When a fire is reported to the 
district headquarters, calls must 

te transmitted to other fire sta- 
tions and to equipment being sent 
to the, fire on one radio circuit, 
while word of the blaze and its lo- 
cation must be sent separately to 
the sheriff’s office. 

The new system will eliminate the 
need for such a special second trans- 
mission, saving valuable time. 

Meanwhile, Cuff explained, the 
fact that the fire district operates 
on its own radio frequency means 
that calls may be sent and received 
between the several mobile units 


which have been installed in the fire 
trucks and the stations, without in- 
terference with calls by law enforce- 
ment agencies.

Face Decision 


All veterans returning to civilian 
status at this time have an import- 
ant decision to make, and they must 
make it within four months from 
the time they leave the service, ac- 
cording to Floyd D. Granger, veter- 
ans service officer, San Mjateo coun- 
ty.
